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JAMES  Ii.  NAI1I1 . 

A  well  known  citizen  of  Jasper  county,, 
at  all  times  interested  in  the  growth  and 
prosperity  of  the  county,  is  James  L. 
Nail,  born  May  10,1830,  in  Hardin  coun- 
ty, Kentucky.  He  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools  of  that  state  and  at  the 
Elizabethtowu  Seminary,  where  he  held 
for  some  time  the  position  of  assistant  in- 
structor in  mathematics,  a  branch  for 
which  Mr.  Nail,  at  an  early  age,  showed 
special  preference  and  in  which  he  be- 
came very  efficient.  He  taught  a  select 
school  in  Hardin  county  for  ten  years 
and  after  that  for  thirteen  yeprs  was 
Deputy  County  Clark  and  County  Sur- 
veyor, being  elected  almost  unanimously 
to  the  latter  office  and  rilling  both  at  tile 
same  'time.  In  (he  years  1871-72  and  '72 
to  '73  Mr.  Nail  u-presented  his  district  in 
the  Kentucky  legislature,  which  office  he 
filled  with  honor  and  to  the  satisfaction  of 
his  constituents. 

Mr.  Nail  came  to  Missouri  in  1879, 
farmed  for  one  year,  then  engaged  in  the 
agricultural  implement  business  for  sever- 
al years,  then  in  the  coal  business,  and  is 
now  in  the  grocery  business. 

Mr.  Nail  was  married  1856.  He  is  a 
near  relative  oi  Abraham  Lincoln,  being  a 
cousin  and  is  the  best  acknowledged 
1  authority  on  (he  genealogy  of  the  Lincoln 
family.  He  has  written  hundreds  of 
pages  for  historians  and  his  correspond- 


ence  concerning  Lincoln  is  very  volum- 
inous.  He  is  given  credit  for  being  the 
best  authority  on  Lincoln's  biography. 
Hay  and  Nicolay  in  their  life  of  Lincoln 
as  published  in  the  CeMury,  entered  into  | 
long  correspondence  with  Mr.  Nail  and  [ 
secured  facts  that  had  never  before  been 
published  correctly.    He  has,  on  this  sub- ; 
ject,  contributed  to  Sweeney's  history, 
Olbroyd's history  and  Whitney's  Memoirs 
of  Lincoln.    Mr.  Nail  is  considered  one  of 
the  very  best  men  of  the  couuty.

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MUCH  LIGHT  THROWN 

On  the  Early  Life  of  Lincoln  By  Letter 
in  Sweeney's  Possession. 

SPBC'IAL  OlM'ATCH  'ID  i'HB  ENQUIHUU. 

Louisville,  Ky.,  February  !».— W.  H.  Swee- 
ney, a  local  attorney,  has  a  letter  from  J. 
L.  Nail,  written  in  1881,  which  throws  "on- 
sldcrable  light  upon  the  ancestors  ami  eaj'iy 
days  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  and,  incidentally, 
tells  how  the  future  President  came  by  his 
praenomen  of  Abraham. 

The    letter    was    wiitten    from  Carthago, 
Jasper  County,  Alo.,  and  in  part  follows: 

"Aly  brother,  John  G.  Nail,  has  written 
me  that  sou  wi  re  Interesting  yourself  in 
1  getting  up  historical  sketches  of  the  Lin- 
coln family  while  the;  lived  in  Kentucky. 
In  the  outset  1  would  sa:'  that  1  am  the 
oldest  grandson  of  Nancy  Lincoln,  who 
married  William  Bru  infield.  She  was  a  . 
sister  of  Thomas  Lincoln,  father  of  the  j 
Pn  sident. 

"In    the   spring  of   178 1,    the   President's  1 
grandfather, who  was  my  great-grandfather, 
was  sowing  hemp  seed  near  the  fort,  some-  1 
I  where     near   what   is  now   the   corner     of  t 
:  Fourth  and  Alain  streets,  Louisville— so  I  ! 
I  have    often    heard    my    grandfather    say—  1 
and  while  thus  engaged  an  Indian  slipped 
up  and  shot  him  dead.    Thomas,  the  Presi-  1 
dent's  father,   then  0  years  old,  was  With  ( 
his  father  In  the  hemp  patch,  and,  at  the 
crack  of  the  gun,  broke  for  the  fori.  t 
!    "The  Indian,  anxious  to  capture  the  boy, 
'  gave  chase,  and  caught  him  near  the  fort, 
and    started    to    run    with    the    boy    in  lu.s 
arms,  wiien  Mordi  oal    Lincoln.  Thomas's 
oldest   brother,   shot   the    Indian    from  the 
fort,     and     killed   him.     When   the   Indian  1 
i  dropped,    he   fell   foremost   upon   the   little  « 
I  fellow.    The  bov  made  a  terrible  struggle, 
|  and  got  from  under  the  dead  body  of  the 

savage,  and  ran  Into  the  fort.  Thus  it  will  ' 
|  be  seen  how  m  ar  the  father  of  the  future  ' 

President  came  to  a  tragic  end  in  his  child- 
I  hood. 

"Thomas     learned   the  cabinet     maker's  1 
j  tia.de  in  Washington  County,  and  worked  • 
j  at  his  trade  in  Springfield  until  he  married 
j  Nancy  Planks,  in  tin   fall  of  IhtMi.  He  then 
l  went  to  farming,  and  farmed  one  year  in  ■ 
Washington  County.     During  that  year,  a  ; 
|  daughter,  Alary  Jane,  was  born,  and  1  sup-  ! 
pose  it  is  the  birth  of  this  child  which  leads 
my  venerable  relative,  Squire  Thompson,  to 
the  belief  that  Abraham  was  born  in  Wash-  ] 
■  lngton    County.      Thomas    Lincoln,    soon  J 
after  the  birth  of  the  first  child,  moved  to 
Nelin,  near  Hodgenville,  in  what  is  now  La- 
rue County.    Here,  on  the  12th  uf  February, 
!  1800,  Abraham  was  born. 

"1  have  this  from  my  father  and  mother, 
!  who  then  lived  in  Hardin  County, 
and  also  from  Abraham  Enlows,  who  was 
I  living  in  the  neighborhood  at  the  time,  and 
died  after  Lincoln  became  President.

Relative  to  tic  Se-ieral  Grant  history  as  it  refers  to

-statement  by  Grant.

Extensive  search  through  family 
records  —  records  which  follow  th 
meanderlngs  of  the  family  bnck  to 
the  first  Lincoln  who  set  foot  upon 
American  soli  —  show  conclusive1  v 
that  Miss  Nail's  ancestors  were  also 
the  ancestors  of  President  Lincoln 

The  first  American  Lincoln  was 
Samuel,  the  emigrant,  born  in  161!' 
in  Hingham,  Norfolk  county,  Old 
England.  In  1633  he  emigrated  to 
Salem,  New  England,  and  in  1037. 
then  a  boy  of  18,  Samuel  Lincoln 
Joined  the  Puritan  colony  at  Hlng- 
ham,  Boston  Bay,  and  there  begins 
the  story  of  the  Lincoln  family  in 
America. 

Descendants  in  Every  Slate 
The  descendants  of  Samuel  Lin- 
coln are  to  be  found  In  every  stata 
of  the  union.  The  pioneer  spirit 
has  ever  been  strong  in  the  family. 
The  first  to  leave  the  old  Bay  stata 
were  Abraham  and  Morclecat, 
grandsons  of  Samuel,  the  emigrant. 
Mordecai  was  the  great-great-grand- 
father  of  President  Lincoln. 

Abraham  and  Mordecai  mado 
their  first  move  into  New  Jersey, 
and  their  descendants  trekked 
over  Into  Pennsylvania,  thence  to 
Virginia,  were  lured  into  Kentucky 
by  fascinating  stories  of  Daniel 
Boone,  then  over  into  Illinois  and 
Indiana. 

The  oldest  records  of  the  Lincoln", 
are  in  the  files  of  the  Lincoln 
Genealogical  society  of  Hingham 
and  Wareham,  Massachusetts. 
•  The  most  authentic  history  of  tha 
family  was  published  in  192:5  bv 
Waldo  Lincoln,  a  native  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  president  of  tha 
American  Antiquarian  society.  Mr. 
Lincoln  spent  several  years  glean- 
ing data  from  family  records  of 
Llncolns  throughout,  the  United 
States. 

Traced  to  Nail  Family 

This  history  and- Ida  M.  Tarbell'3 
"In  the  Footsteps  of  the  Lincoln; ," 
agree  with  the  records  of  the  Lin- 
coln Genealogical  society,  and  all 
three  sources  trace  the  line  of 
President  Lincoln's  family  down  to 
the  Nail  families  in  Hardin  county, 
Kentucky. 

Thomas  Lincoln  I  President  Lin- 
coln's father.)  and  family,  while  on 
their  pilgrimage  from  Kentucky, 
made  a  three  weeks'  visit  to  tho 
William  Brumfield  farm  In  Hardin 
county,  Kentucky.  This  William 
Brumfield  was  a  brother-in-law  of 
Thomas  Lincoln.  Bethsheba  Lin- 
coln, mother  of  Thomas  Lincoln,  re- 
sided at  the  Brumfield  home.  Both 
Bethsheba  Lincoln,  grandmother  of 
Abraham  Lincoln,  and  Nancy  Lin- 
coln Brumfield,  an  aunt  of  tha 
president,  are  burled  in  the  old  Mill 
Creek  cemetery  near  and  a  llttla 
north  of  Elizabethtown,  Ky. 

Nancy  Linkhorn,  who  married 
William  Brumfield  in  Hardin  coun- 
ty, Kentucky,  February  12,  1801, 
(eight  years  prior  to  the  birth  of 
the  future  President  Lincoln)  was 
the  sister  of  Thomas  Lincoln,  an 
aunt  of  the  president,  and  the 
grcat-great-grandmother  of  Misa 
Agnee  Nail  of  Beaumont,  owner  of 
this  rare  tome  of  holy  writ. 

The  Nail  family  was  first  con- 
nected with  the  Lincoln  and  Brum- 
field families,  when  a  daughter, 
Elizabeth  Brumfield,  married  Wil- 
liam P.  Nail,  October  13.  1825.  Their 
son,  Horace  F.  Nail,  married  Mattl« 
J.  Walker,  May  1.  1870.  and  their 
son,  E.  L.  Nail,  in  1898,  married 
Miss  Lola  Rachford,  a  member  of 
one  of  Beaumont's  pioneer  faml- 
lies. 


while  Mrs.  Lincoln  was  arranging  a 
theater  party.  With  Major  Henry 
R.  Rathbone  and  his  fiancee,  Miss 
Cora  Harris,  they  were  to  see  Laura

At  the  cabinet  session  Lincoln 
strongly  urged  respect  and  kind- 
ness for  the  south  to  make  recon- 
struct on  easier. 

After  lunch  there  were  many  call- 
ers, and  again  Lincoln  signed  am- 
nesty pardons.  Help  was  promised 
a  woman  who  had  worked  in  the 
Lincoln  home  in  Illinois,  now  in 
reduced  circumstances.  The  presi- 
dent then  left  for  a  drive  with  Mrs. 
Lincoln,  through  the  warm  spring 
sun,  down  past  the  navy  yard. 
Swapped  Stories 

One  more  gay  moment  was  al- 
lowed Lincoln.  When  the  drive  end- 
ed late  in  the  afternoon  two  cronies 
from  Illinois  awaited  him.  Lincoln 
swapped  stories  with  them. 

After  dinner  a  few  callers,  and  a 
brief  visit  to  the  war  department. 
One  of  the  callers  received  his  last 
autograph  —  a  scribbled  note  say- 
ing "Allow  Mr.  Ashman  and  friend 
to  come  In  at  9  a.  m.  tomorrow." 
Mrs.  Lincoln  was  already  In  the 
carriage  when  another  Illinois 
friend,  Isaac  N.  Arnold,  hove  into 
sight. 

"I'm  going  to  the  theater."  Lin- 
coln is  quoted  in  "Presiden..  Lin- 
coln" as  having  shouted.  "Come 
and  see  me  in  the  morning." 

There  were  no  further  incidents. 
The  president  and  his  party  ar- 
rived at  Ford's  theater  a  little  be- 
fore 9;  at  10:10  o'clock  John  Wilkes 
Booth  started  for  the  presidential 
box,  and  in  a  moment  the  fatal  shot 
rang  out.  ^ 
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Nancy  Lincoln  Brumfield 

Nancy  was  the  youngest  child  of  Abraham  and  ^ersheba 
Lincoln.  She  was  born  in  Virginia    March  25th  1780.     On  Jan.12, 
1801  she  married  William  Brumfield,  son  Sf    James  and  Joannah 
Berry  Brumfield*     At  the  time  of  her  marriage  she  had  not  reached 
her  twenty-first  birthday,  and  her  mother  was    obliged  to  sign  a 
permit  for  the  marriage  to  be  solemized*    This  she' did  over  her 
own  signature, Bershaba  Lincoln,  expressing  her  willingness  that 
that  her  daughter  might  marry  William  Brumfield,*  (74:) 

Mary  Ellen  Brumfield  who  is  still  living  near  Vine  Grove 
Kentucky  ,a  daughter  ef  William  Jr,  ,  a  son  o£  Richard ^ brother-in- 
law  of  Nancy  Lincoln  Brumfield,  is  the  writers  informant  for  the 
names  of  the  children  of  this  union.     She  says  that  William  and 
Nancy  Brumfield  had  four  daughters  but  no  sons*  LllcI»etia,Eliza'be"th, 
Mary  and  Suzen  the  last  named  having  died  unmarried.  Of  these  three 
girls^ucretia  married  John  Alston  in  Hardin  County  in  1835.*Elizabeth  (75 
married    William  Nail,   in  1825, the  father  of  Hon.  John  Nail  who  has 
written  so  much  family  history.  Mary  who  married  Ralph  Lv  .Crume  on 
July  1st. 1827,*  and  who  is  burbled  beside  her  mother  in  the  Mill 
Creek  grave  yard  .  The  inscription  on  her  tombstone  reads,"  Mary 
Crume  departed  this  life  June  15^h.l851  ag§d48^"rs»  5  mo»  11  daYs  •  n*l1&\

grave  is  well  marked  and    the  inscription  on  the  stone  follows: 
"Nancy  ^rumfield  wife  of  William  Brumfieia  departed  this  life 
October  9,1845  at  7  o'clock  eve.  aged    65yrs.  6  months, 14  days."    *  (78) 
Side  by  side  we  find  here  interred  three  generations;  ^ev&he'ba. 
Lincoln,  Nancy  Lincoln    Brumfield, and  Mary,  3rurnf ield  Crume.  William 

Brumfield' s  will  was  probated  dm  uct.l858    and  he  left 
his  property  to  L^cretia  Allston.He  is  buried  at  Mill  Creek.*  (79) 


Early  "biographies  of  Abraham  Lincoln  were  greatly- 
influenced  in  their  deductions  about  the  history  of  the 
Lincoln  family,  bu^the  information  garth-wed  by  one  of  these 
children,  James  L.  Nail,  -Jamegy" 4^  -etl^w^'l^ifllL'Stlid,  ■  was 
born  in  Hardin  County,  Kentucky,  o&4Jagedtfi;,  1830*  He  became 
a  school  teacher,  and  later  served  as  Deputy  Co&nty  Clerk 
and  County  Surveyor  of  Hardin  County,  over  a  period  of 
thirteen  years.
